For these as well as many other reasons, 
the Tenure-of-Office law is a bad law, and 
ought to be repealed. From the nature of its 
provisions it would be tolerable only under 
an extraordinary state of things,—such as 
existed when if was passed. It was enacted, 
not,so much for the purpose of giving the 
a6 for the purpose of taking that. control 
away from Mr. Jounson ; and when for that 
object. it was no longer needed, the law 


which }-#n0uld have been repealed. It would have 


been much better if in: the original lew its 
operation and existence had been limited 
to. the 4th of March, 1860; but as that was 
not.done, the only thing left is to repeal it as 
speedily after that date as possible. 

The Senate evidently does not intend to 
do anything of the sort. It treats the bill as 
one designed, not so much to define the ten- 
ure of office for others, as to extend and en- 
large the tenure of power for itself. Mr. 


‘Epmunps speaks of the bill to repeal it as a 


proposition for the Senate to “divest iteelfof 
one of its great constitutional powers.” Mr.

And so the bill, to repeal the law, instead of 
being passed, was referred to the Judiciary 
Committee for consideration, which proba- 
bly means delay and defeat. 

Asa matter of historical fact, the power 
over removals from office has never been re- 
garded as among thé “ constitutional powers 
of the Senate.” The Constitution, in terms, 
requires the consent of the Senate to make 
valid the President’s appointments to office, 
but it is silent in regard to his removals from 
office. | Netarally, therefore, the matter has 
been, from the beginning of the Government, 
one of doubt and controversy. But never, 
until the enactment of the Tenure-of-Office 
law,“ two years’ ago, has: either Con- 
gress, or the Supreme Court, or any other
